Ground breaking atid excavation 
work preliminary to the construc- 
tion of the new St. Anthony’s par- 
ish plant at South Bend will begin 
in the near future, it is announced 
by the Rev. Jerome Bonk, organiz- 
er and first pastor of the newly 
formed parish.

Washington, D. C.— (NC) — 
“Conscious of our sacred duty as 
leaders of the Catholics in the 
United States, we exhort our peo- 
ple to use their democratic priv- 
ileges in this free nation to ob- 
tain from those in our government 
and in the United Nations con- 
tinued assurance that the original 
commitments as to Christian rights 
in Palestine will be carried out,” 
the administrative board of the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence declared in a statement made 
public here on April 27. 


“We feel it necessary at this 
time,” declared the board, assem- 
bled here for its annual spring 
meeting, to insist that the inter- 
nationalization of Palestine be im- 
plemented.” 


The Bishops state that the 
Christian world did not oppose the 
United Nations plan to partition 
Palestine, voted in November 1947, 
„because it did safeguard our re- 
ligious and humanitarian status in 
the Holy Land.” 


The board further stated that 
“the International Zone of all 
Jerusalem and its environs, free 
access to all sacred shrines, the 
freedom of religious organization 
and the rights of ethnic and re- 
ligious minorities, wherever lo- 
cated, were considered by all Chris- 
tians as satisfactory guarantees.” 


The statement notes that some 
rantees were voted by the U. 
. general assembly in December 
1948, and calls attention to the 
“present plight” of the hundreds 
of thousands of “harassed and hun- 
gry” refugees outside the confines 
of Palestine.

Heed year and the year before, millions in hu 
dreds of cities and towns over the United States 
set aside May Day to pray for the Russian people 
and all in Soviet-dominated lands. This plan, pro- 
posed by the Christophers, restores in a positive 
way a spiritual note to May First, Our Lady’s Day, 
which had come to be regarded as a rallying day for 
the enemies of Christ. Furthermore it is a way in 
which each can participate individually. Many more 
should observe this May Day with fervent prayer, 
for during the last twelve months more than 200 
million persons have been brought under Communist 
rule. 

Wnile we are prevented from sending food, 
elothing and medicine to this vast multitude, many 
in dire need, nothing can prevent us from aiding 
them by our prayers.

‘Amen, amen, I say to you if you 
ask the Father anything in My name, He will give 
it to you’ (John 16:23).”

of cathode (source of electrons), 


which for a fraction of a second 
will generate nearly six times as 
much power iff a vacuum tube as 
the largest power station in the 
United States, has been develop- 
ed by Dr. Edward A. Coomes, 
Professor of Physics at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame.

The powerful cathode developed 


by Dr. Coomes is approximately 
600 times more powerful than ex- 


isted prior to the outbreak of 


World War II. Before the war, 
the most powerful cathodes were 
used in tubes capable of gener- 
ating approximately 6,000 kilo- 
watts, | 
Dr. Coomes hastens to explain, 
however, that this cathode is use- 
able only in situations in which 
the power is turned on and off 
within much less than one second. 
Otherwise, he explains, the power 
generated would melt the tube in 
which the cathode is used. 


The Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, C. 
S.C., President of Notre Dame, 
speaking on the Mutual Broadcast- 
ing System program, pointed out 
that “the ultimate object of every 
Catholic school is the development 
of the individual to know God, to 
love Him, and Serve Him in this 
world so as to be happy with Him 
in the life to come.” Father Cav- 
anaugh, stressing that Notre 
Dame has never veered from this 
objective, declared that “to know 
God, to love Him, and to serve 
Him in this modern age means 
among other things to develop in 
the individual the greatest poss- 
ible talents and skills in secular 
knowledge.” 


The Notre Dame president ex- 
plained that “it is not our goal 
to be a university known only for 
excellence in the physical sei- 
ences,’ but he emphasized that 
„it is our goal to be great in the 
ree sciences, so that Notre 

ame will develop great scientists, 


as well as great teachers, and law- 


yers, and doctors, leaders in busi- 
ness, influential men in the press 
and radio.” He explained that to- 
night we are turning the spotlight 
on science because that is the area 
of most urgent demand and most 
immediate promise on the cam- 
pus.” 


Father Cavanaugh, after trac- 
ing the early scientific research 
and the war-time research “con- 
ducted in Notre Dame laborator- 
ies, said: “The war is over, but 
the challenges in science increase. 
In Notre Dame’s laboratories em- 
inent scientists are busy during 
the day and well into the night 
working with the young men who 
tomorrow must take the lead. In 
the sciences as in the arts to- 
morrow's leadership is today’s 
challenge. In accepting the chal- 
lenge, Notre Dame is determined 
to give the best in the sciences 
in a moral and religious atmo- 
sphere, so that the trustworthy, 
responsible scientists, using the 
vast resources at their command, 
will work for the benefit of man- 


kind and help ‘stabilize order and 


true peace in the years ahead.”

h factor in human blood. Re- 
search now is being conducted by 
Dr. Price to determine the struc- 
ture of compounds, which if suc- 
cessful, will enable a synthetic 
production which may be used in 
treatment against the Rh factor 
and prevent many still births and 
miscarriages in pregnancy and 
jaundice and other serious blood 
diseases. 

Also in the chemistry depart- 
ment, the program told of in- 
vestigation to develop anti-malar- 


jial drugs. Research in the chem- 


istry department at Notre Dame 
has been successful in the devel- 
opment of four new anti-malarial 
drugs. These drugs have been sel- 
ected for clinical trial at govern- 
ment-designated civilian and mili- 
tary hospitals, and although still 
of a confidential nature, this re- 
search is understood to have re- 
sulted in other discoveries of val- 
ue in the fight against malaria. 

Popular-type experiments ‘in the 
Laboratories of Bacteriology at 
Notre Dame (LOBUND) also were 
described on the Mutual program. 
Under the direction of Professor 
James A. Reyniers, unique ex- 
periments involing the rearing of 
germ-free animals are being con- 
ducted. Experiments being con- 
dueted in LOBUND are expected 
by many scientific observers to 
suggest new methods of approach 
in such problems as immunity, 
virus infection, tissue degenera- 
tion, radiation injury, dental car- 
ies and heart disease.

Old Age Insurance 


To Workers 


Of Religious Agencies Endorsed 


N.C.W.C. Statement Tells 


Congress Group 


New Measure Would Cover These Workers And 
Preserve Institutions’ Tax-Exempt Status 


Washington.—(NC)—The two-fold concern of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference with regard to proposals 


to extend old age and survivors insurance benefits of the So- 
cial Security Act to employees of religious, charitable and edu- 


cational organizations was set forth in a statement presented 
to the Ways and Means Committee of the House of Repre- 


sentatives. 


From the very inception of the 
Social Security Bs tein, the House 
Committee was told, the N.C.W.C. 
“has been concerned over the status 
of employees of religious organiza- 
tions in relation to old age and 
survivors insurance, and on many 
occasions has expressed its sin- 
cere desire to have the lay em- 
ployees of these organizations cov- 
ered under this program.” At the 
Same time, the statement added, 
the N.C.W.C. “asked for serious 
consideration of methods to pro- 
tect the traditional exemption from 
taxes of religious organizations.” 


The statement, presented to the 
Committee by Eugene J. Butler, 
assistant director of the N.C.W.C. 
Legal Department, said “it is our 
sincere opinion that the proposal 
contained in the legislation pres- 
ently under consideration (H.R. 
2893) are adequate to meet the 
problem which the N.C.W.C. con- 
siders most important.” 


“It is a matter of simple jus- 
tice,” the statement continued, 
“that the employees of religious, 
charitable and educational insti- 
tutions be protected by the pro- 
visions of old age and supervisors 
insurance. From the standpoint 
of economics, it is imperative that 
they enjoy these benefits. It is 
not good for the continued effi- 
cient operation of any such in- 
stitution that its employees are 
strongly attached to other em- 
ployment offering the Social Se- 
gurity benefits denied to them in 
religious, charitable and educa- 
tional institutions. 


“H.R. 2893, in our opinion, in 
providing these benefits for this 
class of employee, is a long step 
forward in the advancement of 
this great social program. 

“At the same time, this legisla- 
tion, H.R. 2893, recognizes the 
importance of the American herit- 
age of which I have spoken, and 
protects it. It makes completely 


voluntary, as did the Lynch Bill of 


the 79th Congress and the Com- 
mittee proposals, of last year, (ed. 
note: which failed of enactment) 
the decision whether or not a re- 
ligious, charitable or educational 
institution shall contribute to the 
Fund for Old Age and Survivors 
Insurance coverage. 


“This measure makes provision

Protestant or even infidel scho- 
lar, to investigate the claims of 
the Catholic Church without pre- 
judice, but with prayer, and be 
quite certain that he would win 
an intellectual convert. 

The Protestant way of finding 
the truth is certainly a most un- 
reliable one, namely, that of in- 
vestigating the merits of many 
denominations and then making 
his selection, or that of assum- 
ing that his interpretation of 
scripture texts is right, while 
that of others is wrong. 

Intellectual converts all come 
into the Catholic Church after a 
very careful and prayerful! in- 
vestigation, but is that the way 
the Methodist or the Baptist or 
the Presbyterian or the Congre- 
gationalist or the Lutheran 
Church receive its members? 
Does the one who becomes a 
Methodist do so after he will 
have investigated the claims of 
a dozen religious bodies, or 
would he declare that he finds 


clear reference to the Methodist 
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Church in the Bible? The same 


question might be asked of those 
who become Baptists, or n 
terians, etc? 

When one claims his rule of 
faith is “the Bible and the Bible 
only,” it is only a claim. He did 
not get his faith by reading the 
Bible, since most Protestant 
clergymen admit that only a 
small percentage of those who 
are members do much Bible read- 
ing. They either followed the 
religion of their parents or 
adopted the one of a neighbor 
or a friend, without making a 
thorough study of the religion 
they embrace. 

Now it might be said that 
Catholics also inherit their reli- 
gion from their parents, or ac- 
cept it without any special in- 
vestigation. This is true of most 
of them, except converts, but in- 
tellectual converts come into the 
Catholic Church after real care- 
ful investigation, usually begun 
with prejudice and with the hope 
that they will not find the truth 
there. 

But the Catholic way is the 
way in which people receive all 
other kinds of knowledge, which 
the individual could not himself 
discover. For instance, would 
a young man, desirous of special- 
izing in the science of astron- 
omy, take the trouble to verify, 
by his own investigation, the 
things taught in the books, such 
as the magnitude and distance of 
the heavenly bodies, the speed 
of their movements through 
space even. when they may be 
called fixed“? No, the student 
of astronomy accepts the facts 
which have been clearly -taught 
by the authority behind the sci- 
ence. Isn't that the way the 
child learns practically every- 
thing in school, his history, his 
geography, his grammar, his 
spelling? 

In other words, nearly all 
knowledge, with the exception of 
the things which we see before 
us or witness in our travels, is 
learned on authority, and be- 
cause of the importance of the 
issues at stake, no one should 
risk his everlasting salvation on 
a “perhaps.” One wants ab- 
solute certainty, and that can be 
had only by God making a re- 
velation, and since He does not 
do that in favor of individuals, 
He must do it through a living 
institution, instructed and guid- 
ed by Himself. 

The people in the Old Law 
received their religion not by 
reading the Bible, although it 
was read to the people on every 
Sabbath, but through the divine 
Church to which that Bible was 
committed. 

Although Christ had rebuked 
the Scribes and Pharisees on 
many occasions, He told the peo- 
ple that when they spoke offi- 
cially in the name of the Jew 
ish Church they must be follow- 
ed: “The Scribes and’ Pharisees 
sit on the chair of Moses. Al! 
things, therefore, that they com- 
mand you, observe and do” 
(Matt. XXIII, 2). 

The first Christians received 
their faith, as St. Paul insisted 
it must be received, by “hear- 
ing” one having a commission 
to teach by “one who is sent.” 
Only a few of the Apostles wrote 
anything now contained in the 
Bible, but they were given to 
teaching the same way as the 
others who did write. Yet the 
people of the Golden Era of the 
Christian Church did not have 
the Bible from which to gather 
their faith. Not one among them 
even saw a complete version of 
the New Testament until the end 
of the fourth century when the

Intellectuals easily discover 
this fact, and recognize that one 
can be absolutely certain of the 
truth of what he believes only 
when he accepts it on authority 
divinely given and divinely pro- 
tected. They would not be inter- 
ested in any religion that did 
not have that backing; nor could 
you convince these intellectuals 
that a divinely founded institu- 
tion, promised divine protection 


throughout the ages “unto the} 


consummation . of the world” 
could fall into error, even though 
the humans who composed it 
might have strayed far away 
from right living. 

Just as we distinguish between 
the Russian people and its gov- 
ernment, so, in reverse, we must 
distinguish between the human 
and the divine element in the 
Church of Christ. The author- 
ity in Christ’s Church must be 
at least as great as that of the 
Sanhedrin, “who sit on the chair 
of Moses.” Being divine it must 
certainly be recognized as more 
reliable than the Supreme Court 
of the United States, or than 
Webster’s Dictionary. Let it 
would do no good to refuse to 
accept the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United 
States, nor Webster's verdict 
concerning the correct pronunci- 
ation or spelling of a word. 

Only the Catholic Church pre- 
tends to have a Supreme Court 
rand those who would have “peace 
in believing’ must accept the 
authoritative verdict of that Su- 
preme Court, because if hun- 
dreds of contradictory interpre- 
tations are given to what seems 
to be vital, one could ict be cer- 
tain that he was following the 
right one.

We Americans boast of our free- 
doms. We wish to maintain free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the 
press, freedom of religion, freedom 
of assembly. Again, by a strange 
contradiction, too many Americans 
favor the movement to abolish 
freedom of education and to set 
up a monopoly of state education. 

hat is not generally recognized 
is the subtle, insidious, persistent 
attack on freedom of education 
branding it as un-American and as 
a divistve force in our country. 
Many sincere but uninformed per- 
sons would abolish freedom of edu- 
cation. If our freedom of educa- 
tion be abridged, frustrated, or 
abolished, all our freedoms will be 
undermined and eventually de- 
stroyed. Monopoly of schools un- 
der state control inevitably de- 
stroys freedom of education. This 
freedom gone, monopolistic schools 
can never be the champions of 
freedom of speech, of the press, of 
religion, and of assembly.

It will be taken over even- 
tually and used by a political ma- 
chine for its own selfish political 
purposes. The next adventure can 
readily promote, in a subtle way, 
an educational system of the slave 
state. 

Thinking and fair-minded people 
should recognize the procedure, the 
tactics, and the intrigues of those 
favoring monopoly of education. 
They r study the tragic his- 
tory of monopoly of education in 
many countries. 

There should be a chorus cry in 
every home of our land demanding 
that American maintain freedom 
of education.

Freedom of education doés not 
mean license in educating our 
youth. True freedom of every 
category means perfecting the

There can never be toleration, un- 
der the guise of freedom of educa- 
tion, to teach that heinous crimes 
are true and lawful. Arson, mur- 
der, theft, hatred of neighbor, ly- 
ing, sex aberrations, defamation 
of individuals and nations, denial 
of God's existence, ridicule of His 
omnipotent power, and blasphemy 
of His divine attributes are, un- 
der all «circumstances, crimes 
against God and one’s neighbor. 
True freedom of education, as 
well as all the other true free- 
doms wherever they exist on the 
face of the earth, must elevate, en- 
noble, and perfect the individual 
and groups. This true freedom of 
education, which must accept im- 
mutable truths and unchangeable 
moral principles, should perfect 
the whole man, considering all his 
faculties and endowments. 

True freedom of education can 
never be rightly understood until 
we fully grasp that the state is 
not constituted by nature, nor can 
it be justifiably set up by any 
constitution or positive laws, as the 
equal of parents in educating their 
children. The family is the unit 
endowed by.the laws of nature as 
the deputy of God to educate the 
children of the home. The state 
is not God’s deputy in educating 
children. Many states, by usurped 
powers asserted in constitutions 
and in positive legislation, assume 
this role, without authority, with- 
out justification, and with great 
detriment to the common weal. 
The state, as the custodian of the 
common good, must insist that the 
family discharge its duties; must 
help to provide it with means to do 
so, if necessary; and in extreme 
eases must assume the duty of the 
family. 

Here in our country the false 
idea, that the state is supreme in 
education, is propagated by power- 
ful ‘groups who are either ignor- 
ant or disdainful of basic principles 
that should govern all peoples.

mentioning the agony he had suf- 
fered just a few hours before. He 
spent the day at the home of a 
Protestant gentleman, and the next 
day his host drove him to Bangor. 
As Father Bapst was leaving, his 
parishioners lined the sidewalks 
to receive his blessing and to bid 
him farewell. 


His life in Bangor was a striking 
contrast to his former existence in 
Ellsworth. The citizens introduced 
a resolution which denounced the 
outrage, and commended the zeal 
and forbearance of Father Bapst. 
They presented him with a purse 
and a silver watch to replace the 
ones that the mob had confiscated. 

During his first year in Ban- 

or, Father Bapst built the present 

t. John’s Church, where many of 
our students attend Mass today. 
The land originally bought for the 
church is that on which our school 
now stands. When Father Bapst 
bought the land for the church, 
a committee of prominent Protes- 
tants protested that, the neigrbor- 
hood being entirely without any 
Catholic residences, was not a good 
location, Rather than antagonize 
such an influential group, Father 
Bapst, always the model of tol- 
erance, moved his church a few 
blocks away. 


On December 8, 1854, Bishop 
Fitzpatrick of Boston, assisted by 
Bishop Bacon of Portland, laid the 
corner-stone of the present St. 
John’s Church on York Street. Un- 
der this corner-stone is a small 
bottle containing a piece of the 
clothing, smeared with tar and 
feathers, worn by Father Bapst on 
that fateful night in Ellsworth. He 
continued to live in Bangor as pas- 
tor of St. John’s Church until 1859 
when his superior withdrew him 
from Maine. The remainder of his 
life was spent in Worcester and 
Boston, Massachusetts; Providence, 
Rhode Island; and in the Canadian 
and New York missions. 

Father Bapst died in Baltimore, 
Maryland, on Novembr 1, 1887, and 
his remains were interred at Wood- 
stock College, the Jesuit House of 
Studies in Maryland.

Cold Facts About Maine 


O, we “Maniacs” do not hiber- 

nate during the winter months. 
Up here in the “sticks” (any place 
north of Boston is “sticks”) winter 
is the busiest time imaginable.

Bapst Or Baptist? 


MILDRED MARTIN 


O you know who John the 

Baptist was? Yes? Well, then, 
do you know who John Bapst was? 
Is it a nickname or an abbreviation 
for John the Baptist, you ask? 
That is what many people, besides 
you, think. Ninety per cent of the 
mail received at school is addressed 
to John the Baptist High School, 
although the school stationery 
clearly says: “John Bapst High 
School.” So I would like to take 
this opportunity to explain the 
difference between the two. 


John the Baptist was the fore- 
runner of Jesus Christ. He began 
to preach in the desert of Judea, 
announcing the birth of the Re- 
deemer, and he testified to the mis- 
sion of Jesus at His baptism in the 
Jordan. Although we think highly 
of John the Baptist and love him 
dearly, we do not want to take 
away the honor due to John Bapst. 


John Bapst was born in 1815 in 
Switzerland. His early education 
was “with the Jesuits” in his na- 
tive land. Later, as a Jesuit, he 
was assigned to Holland. Two years 
after his ordination, he was ordered 
to the American missions. This 
was a great disappointment to him, 
but he replied, “My superior has 
spoken.” So, only thirty years old, 
in the company of forty other 
Jesuits, he set off for America. 


On arrival in New York he was 
sent to Old Town, Maine, to admin- 
ister to the Penobscot Indians who 
lived on that island. He spoke 
neither English nor knew any form 
of Indian dialect. Ten of his pre- 
decessors had been murdered. Hav- 
ing been without a priest for many 
years, the Indians had fallen into 
the lowest form of degradation and 
infamy. Every kind of vice was 
exercised, every hut was a tavern, 
and many had become unbelievers. 


For over three years, Father 
Bapst continued his task of not 
only serving the Indians, but also 
administering to the spiritual needs 
of the Catholic families as far west 
as Waterville and Skowhegan. 


Father Bapst’s Burden 
Doubled By Epidemic 


Then, a cholera epidemic struck 
the mission, doubling the burden 
which Father Bapst had to carry. 
It is said that the odor of diseased 


crossing the threshold of the huts. 
Yet, none lacked in spiritual needs 
for Father Bapst was always there 
at their service. 


After the epidemic, drunkenness 
and savagery broke out, and to 
punish these ungrateful people, the 
bishop withdrew Father Bapst 
rom Old Town and sent him to 
Eastport. This mission included the 
entire state of Maine with the ex- 
ception of Bangor, Augusta and 
Whitefield and their adjacent 
towns. Father Bapst and two as- 
sistants were responsible for the 
spiritual care of nine thousand 
people. They travelled through this 
territory in all kinds of weather, 
either on horseback or in a car- 
riage. Nowhere do we hear that 
Father Bapst ever complained of 
the many inconveniences brought 
upon him or of the strenuous work. 


After three years, leaving his 
two assistants in Eastport, Father 
Bapst decided to open a resident 
mission in Ellsworth, a town of 
three thousand inhabitants, located 
twenty miles south of Bangor. 
With his headquarters there, he 
was able to serve the surrounding 
missions too difficult to reach from 
Eastport. Thus, he established his 
—, in Ellsworth, in January, 
1853. 


Here under the hands of the 
members of the Know-Nothing 
Party, Father Bapst is known to 
have suffered the cruelest torture 
ever inflicted on a Catholic priest 
by civilized people. Although the 
circumstances leading up to his 
torture and the nature of the tor- 
ture is not generally known, we do 
know that the envy and hatred of 
the Know-Nothings were aroused 
by the religious fervor created by 
Father Bapst’s zeal. 


Bigots Force Issue 
With Bible Ruling 


Matters came out in the open 
when the school committee ordered 
that all school children, including 
Catholic children in public schools, 
should read the protestant version 
of the Bible in the classroom. Fath- 
er Bapst protested that this inter- 
fered with the liberty of conscience 
guaranteed by the Constitution of 
the United States. He pleaded be- 
fore the school committee, but his 
just and eloquent appeal was den- 
ied. He, therefore, transformed the 


bodies was so terrible that strong 
men had been known to faint on 


old church into a schoolhouse for 


the Catholic children who had been 


expelled from the public school for 
refusing to submit to the condi- 
tions. This only inflamed the fury 
of the bigots. That night they went 
to the schoolhouse and dynamited 
it. Did he shrink away from these 
narrow-minded people? Not Father 
John Bapst. The next morning he 
held classes in the gallery of the 
church. Four days later, after his 
return from a sick call, the Know- 
Nothings burnt his church and 
hurled stones at the _ rectory, 
breaking all the windows. But the 
good priest escaped. The next 
morning he left for another sick 
call, several hundred miles away. 


During his absence the bigots 
were not idle. At a town meeting 
July 8, 1854, a resolution was made 
and adopted. The resolution was 
that upon his return, John Bapst, 
S.J., would “be presented with a 
free ticket to leave Ellsworth.“ 


Three months went by before 
Father Bapst returned to Ells- 
worth. The most cowardly crime 
ever recorded in the history of the 
United States was committed on 
October 12, 1854. After hearing 
confessions, Father Bapst retired 
to the home of a friend, because 


his rectory had been destroyed. 
Learning of the priest’s presence 
in the town, the Know-Nothings 
and their companions burst into 
the house, dragged the priest down 
the street, over the bridge to the 
forest on the outskirts of the town. 
There, intending to burn him alive, 
they stripped off his clothes and 
tied him to a tree. Rain had fallen 
during the day so a supply of 
matches was used up in vain in an 
attempt to ignite the shrubbery 
around the priest’s body. Seeing 
that their plan would not work, the 
tormentors smeared the body with 
tar and feathers. This fiendish 
crime having been committed, Fa- 
ther Bapst was told to leave town 
under pain of death. 


Torture Inspires Sermon On 
“Goodness Of God” 


Father Bapst did not run away, 
but returned to Ellsworth that 
same night. His friends removed 
the tar and feathers and the next 
morning Father Bapst said Mass 
and preached an inspiring sermon 
on the “Goodness of God,” never

One of these was invited dur- 
ing the year 1948 to visit Yugo- 
slovia by Tito himself; another was 
the first secretary of the organiza- 
tion formed in that same year 
and called “Protestants and Other 
Americans United.” 


Did we get the real truth about 
the Civil War in Spain from Ameri- 
can papers? 


No, we did not. Franco had no 
office of propaganda or informa- 
tion, while the “Loyalists” used 
the radio all day in Madrid to feed 
the editors of papers throughout 
the world with what they wanted 
the world to believe. 


Mr. Floyd Gibbons, correspond- 
ent for the Chicago Tribune, tells 
how he strove, on numerous oe- 
casions, to broadcast the truth, and 
how “Loyalist” censorship forced 
him to broadcast untruths He re- 
cites one instance in the follow- 
ing language. We quote from the 
Commentator: 


“I was in Madrid trying to make 
a broadcast. Jumping over the 
bodies of dead youngsters on the 
campus of the University—they 
knocked off 700 of them that morn- 
ing, boys and girls—I came to the 
broadcasting studio. You should 
have seen it. There were guards 
around, tough guys, with pants 
tied by ropes and wearing black 
arm bands. They were in mourning 
—in advance; ready to knock any- 
body off they didn’t like with guns 
they didn’t quite know how to man- 
age. And that made it interesting. 


“My job was to dash in from 
the Loyalist front and make a 
speech to America, All these black- 
armed guys were around—plus a 
funny little guy, a clerk or some- 
thing who had been taken over 
by the government. 

“So I go on the air in the mid- 
dle of a big U. S. sponsored pro- 
gram, I start talking. All kinds of 
guys are standing around, with and 
without guns. But naturally I pay 
attention to those with. I try to 
be nice and polite and start tell- 
ing about all the kind treatment 
I’ve received in Spain. Then, just 
as a matter of information, I men- 
tion that I had to run to the broad- 
casting station on foot because all 
the trolleys are tied up by a union 
strike. Wham! I’m off the air! 

“Make no mistake. Those boys 
were censors. They stood around 
che studio with guns at their trig- 
ger fingers, and if you made a 
crack, you got one, with a gun. 

J had to talk again ... They 
handed me my script eight minutes 
before I was to go on the air, It 
was emasculated: For a moment I 
thought I’d fool them and just 
state as rapidly as possible that 
the sponsors had ruined my speech, 
so I’d say nothing. But the next in- 
stant I reflected that they might 
decide that I had observed too 


much and so detain me in Madrid. 


So I gave the indifferent talk, plan- 
ning to duck into France and give 
the real talk at 1 

“T got to Hendaye right, nev- 
er mind how; but do you think the 
French government would permit 
that talk to go one the air? Not

In U.S. 
Did the

tions made for it by Communistic 
forces > 


The Civil War broke out in July 
1936, but as early as 1931 prepara- 
tions were under way to provoke 
it. We have already noted that Len- 
in was determined to capture Spain 
for the Soviet Union immediately 
after he had consolidated his forces 
in Russia. He wanted to have a 
strong Soviet power on the Medi- 
terranean close to France and 
Italy, and only a small jump from 
North Africa, 

Gil Robles, leader of the Accion 
Popular Party, who was driven 
from Spain, wrote from London to 
say that his Party “originated with 
the founding of the Republican 
Spain,” and was desirous of co- 


operating loyally with the demo- 


cratic parliamentary system estab- 
lished by a constitution in 1931. 
It had great difficulty in maintain- 
ing itself because of the violence 
of the radical groups. 

Robles writes: “In the 1933 legis- 
lative elections it obtained more 
votes than any other party, and 
had the greatest majority in Par- 
liament. In the elections in Febru- 
ary, 1936,—the year that the Civil 
War broke out— it obtained 200, 
000 more votes than in the 1933 
election. 

But the Popular Front, by 
means of corruption, which would 
be inconceivable in England or 
America, annulled, by brute force, 
the election of eighty constituencies 
and so, in this manner, assured the 
Left a majority.” 

Robles repeats: “In the election 
of February, 1936, the victory be- 
longed to the Rights by a majority 
of 400,000 votes over the Lefts. 
The latter, by brute force, with the 
help of the police, seized the bal- 
lots of the constituencies of Corun- 
na, Pontevedra, Lugo, Carceres, 
Cordoba and Seville and altered 
them in their own favor. In this 
way they managed to get a small 
majority in Parliament.” 

Robles reports that between 
February 1936 and July when the 
Revolution was launched, the Popu- 
lar Front was responsible for the 
burning of 84 churches, four news- 
paper offices, 36 political centers 
and 92 private homes of persons of 
the Right. It closed more than 800 
Catholic colleges and schools.

Recently, reference was made 
here to Harry Wright leaving his 
position as head football coach at 
Aquinas Institute, Rochester, N.Y., 
to become head coach and director 
of athletics at Portland University, 
Portland, Ore.

Recently, in Lebanon, I had the 
opportunity of visiting several 
families of this category—every 
one of them Catholics—who had 
been driven from hearth and home 
by war. Among them, known to 
me personally, are a doctor, a ma- 
yor, an architect, formerly pros- 
perous merchants, contractors, 
teachers, and numerous university 
and high school students, now 
doubtful if they will be able to con- 
tinue their studies. me year ago 
they were all well-to-do people, 
living in Haifa and other parts of | tor 
Palestine. Today, through no fault 
of their own, they face social and 
economic disaster. 


Bit after bit, their life-savings 
are being paid out for a daily exis- 
tence in an enforced and unjust 
exile. These doctors and dentists, 
lawyers and teachers, officials and 
office clerks, bankers and bank 
clerks, are, little by little, reach- 
ing the end of the savings which 
they had put aside for the educa- 
tion of their children and for. their 
retirement. These people are liv- 
ing, according to their varying cir- 
cumstances, not in tents or caves, 
but in apartment houses in and 
around ee ene less com- 
fortable, it is than those 
from which they had been exiled, 
but having some semblance at least 
to the standard of living to which 
their education, position and hard 
work had entitled them. 


These people do not seek nor 
expect charity. They ask only to 
be allowed to earn enough to tide 
over the crisis on ng which they 
are passing—enoug to enable 
their savings to be stretched out 
until they are once more allowed 
to return to their former homes, 
or, if these have been destroyed, 
to their old lives in former sur- 
roundings.

In Same 


Plight As Humbler Refugees 


Professional Class Does Not Seek 
Charity But Wants To Return To 
Former Homes and Occupations

Amman, Trans jordan — (NC) — Among the three-quar- 
ters of a million Arab refugees (a hundred thousand Chris- 
tians among them) in exile from their Holy Land, there is 
one class of DP’s about whom little is known, and almost noth- 


ing written. 


I have in mind the professional and “white 


collar” group, whose plight is no less difficult than that of 


the humbler refugee. 

Recently, in Lebanon, I had the 
opportunity of visiting several 
families of this category—every 
one of them Catholics—who had 
been driven from hearth and home 
by war. Among them, known to 
me personally, are a doctor, a ma- 
yor, an architect, formerly pros- 
perous merchants, contractors, 
teachers, and numerous university 
and high school students, now 
doubtful if they will be able to con- 
tinue their studies. mne year ago 
they were all well-to-do people, 
living in Haifa and other parts of 
Palestine. Today, through no fault 
of their own, they face social and 
economic disaster. 


Bit after bit, their life-savings 
are being paid out for a daily exis- 
tence in an enforced and unjust 
exile. These doctors and dentists, 
lawyers and teachers, officials and 
office clerks, bankers and bank 
clerks, are, little by little, reach- 
ing the end of the savings which 
they had put aside for the educa- 
tion of their children and for. their 
retirement. These people are liv- 
ing, according to their varying cir- 
cumstances, not in tents or caves, 
but in apartment houses in and 
around Beyrouth—homes less com- 
fortable, it is true, than those 
from which they had been exiled, 
but having some semblance at least 
to the standard of living to which 
their education, position and hard 
work had entitled them. 


These people do not seek nor 
expect charity. They ask only to 
be allowed to earn enough to tide 
over the crisis e N which they 
are passing — enough to enable 
their savings to be stretehed out 
until they are once more allowed 
to return to their former homes, 
or, if these have been destroyed, 
to their old lives in former sur- 
roundings. 

In talking with these prof ession- 
al-class refugees, I found that the 
conversation inevitably came 
around to the subject uppermost 
in their minds. “Do you think 
that we shall be allowed to eturn
